London, April 8.—The German battleships Nassau and Ostfries¬ 
land arrived in the Firth of Forth yesterday, this constituting the 
commencement of the surrender of the remainder of the German 
warships under the terms of the Treaty of Versailles. 

Ultimately the Ostfriesland will be turned over to the United 
States. 

The dreadnought Ostfriesland was completed in August, 1911. 
Her normal displacement is 22,800 tons, her length 546 feet and her j 
beam 93 feet. Her complement is about 1,100 men. She waj armed 
with twelve 12-inch guns and smaller weapons and six torpedo!

Ottawa* April 
Commerce has announced that it will 
not henceforth claim or exercise any 
control whatever over newsprint 
paper in Canada. 

The announcement follows the de¬ 
cision of the Supreme Court in the 
Price Brothers case that newsprint 
paper was not a necessity of life 
within the meaning of that expression 
as used in the Combines and Fair 
Prices Act, and that the powers 
exercised by the Board of Commerce 
as Newsprint Controller were with¬ 
out jurisdiction. The Board points 
out that the effect of the Supreme 
Court's decision is to render in¬ 
operative the Orders-in-Council con¬ 
stituting the Board of Commerce 
controller of newsprint paper in 
Canada, and for this reason the Board 
announces its intention of abandon¬ 
ing the control of,newsprint, unless 
the Board is subsequently invested, 
if that be legally possible, with com¬ 
petently granted powers. 

The Board’s announcement adds 
that the Supreme Court’s decision 
does not involve the general powers 
of fhe Board of Commerce except In 
so far as it, to some extent, limits 
the interpretation which the Board 
may place on the expression “neces¬ 
sity of life." The general powers, it 
is added, will be pronounced upon 
In a subsequent decision of the court. 
This decision will follow a rehearing 
In the Supreme Court on May 4 next, 
of certain points in the recent argu¬ 
ment heard in the court to test the 
powers of the Board of Commerce 
as a price-fixing tribunal.

Berlin, April 7.—Via London, April 
8.—The labor organizations which 
participated in the general strike dur¬ 
ing the Kapp revolt and representa¬ 
tives of the Right Socialists and In¬ 
dependent Socialist parties held a 
meeting yesterday tind discussed de¬ 
mands to be presented to the Govern¬ 
ment. * 

The demands are as follows: 

First—Withdrawal of regular troops 
from the neutral zone and main¬ 
tenance of public order by local de¬ 
fence bodies. 

Second—No advance to be made by 
regular troops south of the Ruhr 
region. 

Third—Formation of a definite 
body in the area outside of the neu¬ 
tral zone occupied by regulars, where¬ 
upon the regulars would be with¬ 
drawn. 

Stoppage of Supplies. 

Fourt—Punishment of untrust¬ 
worthy officers and stoppage of sup¬ 
plies of ammunition to counter- .re¬ 
volutionary formations like General 
Erhardt’s Baltic brigade. 

Fifth—The present Government to 
reorganize the Security Guards by 
means of organized workers. 

The resolutions were signed by 
Richard Molkenbuhr, of the Work¬ 
men’s and Soldiers’ Executive Coun¬ 
cil: Carl Rudolph Degien, president 
of the German Federation of Trades 
Unions, and others. 

Embarrassed. 

Berlin. April 8.—Majority Socialist 
members of the German Cabinet have 
been placed in an embarrassing posi¬ 
tion by the demands of labor leaders 
for withdrawal of regular troops from 
the Ruhr Valley and for action in 
other matters involved In the sit¬ 
uation, which has resulted in a 
French advance east of the Rhine. 

It is freely admitted this action 
came as a surprise to the coalition 
Government.
